Washington, Oct. 5 (AP)—The Navy announced today that 


the submarine Grunion had been overdue in the Pacific for some 
time and must be presumed lost. 


The Grunion. launched at Groton, Conn., last December 22, 


was commanded by Lieutenant Commander Manner! L. Abele, 30, 
of Quincy, Mass.

The brief Navy communique did not say how many men 


were aboard the submarine, but vessels of this class—1.52G tons— 
carry a normal complement of approximately 65 men. 


This was the fifth submarine reported lost by the Navy since 


the war began—two, the Shark and the Perch, were presumed lost 
by enemy action when long overdue in the western and south- 
western Pacific areas: the S-26 was lost in a collision off Panama 
and the Sea Lion was demolished at Cavite in Manila Bay to 
prevent capture. 


The text of the brief communique, number 139: 
"Pacific area 
"1. The USS Grunion (submarine) has been overdue in the 


Pacific for some time and must be presumed to be lost. 


"2. The next of kin of the personnel of the Grunion have been 


notified."

guide to wht causes various car ail- 
ments, but it's strange how few mo- 
torists ever think to follow this 
simple course.

It should be 
as warm as the oil flowing through 
the engine." 


Follow the Directions 


If you are going to inject special 


sealing substance into the tire tubes 
of your car be sure the job is prop- 
erly done. 
You may not stop to 


rea'lize it but the first step is to 
examine the tire valves. Any de- 
fects in stems or valve cores should 
be remedied before the sealing ma- 
terial is pumped in. 
During the 


process the wheel should be jacked 
ip and the cpre removed from the 


stem. 
The tire should thus 


be deflated. In attaching the gun 
in important warning is to handle 
,he stem gently, especially with worn 
or inferior valve stems. The nozzle 
should not be threaded for more 
than two or three turns. Fluid is 
njected slowly, and without pres- 
sure. Risk to avoid is a fast, jerky 
stroke that will create an air pocket. 
After the fluid is in the tube, and 
any excess around the stem is wiped 
off, pump in some air to clean out 
the inside of the stem.

There are really two 
kinds of inertia: Static and dynamic.

keeping them more free of conden- 
sation. Water that collects in the 
muffler and tail pipe is contaminat- 
ed with hydrochloric acid which, in 
turn, is plenty detrimental to metal. 
This tail pipe addition also helps 
suck loose particles of carbon from 
the muffler. 
I understand that a 


few ounces of light metal can thus 
save eight pounds of muffler and tail 
pipe. 


Measure the Mileage 


The principal worry for all motor- 


ists is not how much gas they can 
get but what of their tires. But the 
worry is waste effort without some 
consideration for facts. 
It is now 


possible to measure the mileage left 
in your tires, a step that is valuable 
in anticipating the future and ad- 
justing present mileage accordingly. 
There is no special trick about this. 
Your tire man uses a tread depth 
gauge which shows how much rub- 
ber had been worn off and how 
much is still-left, assuming the tread 
is given the benefit of considerate 
driving. Add 5,000 miles for a re- 
cap, if you can get one. I wouldn't 
figure on too much additional mile- 
age from a tire after the anti-skid 
tread is worn off because the tire 
should be saved for a possible re- 
capping rather than worn down to 
demise.

Moscow, Oct. 5—Oft-voiced Rus- 


sian desires for speedy establishment 
of a second front were given new 
urgency today by a blunt statement 
from Joseph Stalin and he called 
on the Allies to fulfill their pledges 
of aid fully and without delay. 


The help they have delivered to 


date, he declared, has been com- 
paratively ineffective. 


Stalin's statement was delivered 


in the form of a letter answering 
three questions submitted to him in 
writing by this correspondent, chief 
of the Moscow bureau of The Associ- 
ated Press, and represented the 
Soviet Premier's first public utter- 
ance on the second front issue in 
more than a year. 


Text of Letter 


The text of the letter, typed on 


a plain sheet of white notepaper 
and signed in a bold hand, follows: 


"Dear IMr. Cassidy: 
"Owing: to the pressure of 


•work and my consequent in- 
ability to grant you an inter- 
view. I shall confine myself to 
a brief written answer to your 
questions. 


"One: 'What place does the 


possibility of a second front 
'occupy in the Soviet estimates 
of the current situation?' 


"Answer: A very important 


place—one might say a place 
of first rate importance. 


"Two: 
'To what extent is 


Allied aid to the Soviet Union 
proving effective and what could 
be done to amplify and improve 
this aid?' 


"Answer: As compared with 


the aid which the Soviet Union 
is giving to the Allies by draw- 
ing upon itself the main force 
of the German Fascist, the aid 
of the Allies to the Soviet Union 
has so far been little effective. 
In order to amplify and improve 
this aid, only one thing is re- 
quired: That the Allies fulfill 
their obligations fully and on 
time. 


"Three: 'What remains of the 


Soviet capacity for resistance?' 


"Answer: I think that the 


Soviet capacity of resisting the 
German brigands is in strength 
not less, if not greater, than the 
capacity of Fascist Germany or 
of any other aggressive power 
to secure for itself world domi- 
nation. 


"With respect.

At the same time, he told re­ 
porters th a t 
taxation 
to enforce 
loans to the governm ent to ald in 
financing the war m ust be enacted 
by Congress in Hie near future, 
adding: 
"Every I per cent addition th a t is 
m ade to these proposed tax rates 
for compulsory savings or loans to 
the governm ent is going to push the 
standard of living down th a t much. 
It can't be #*scaped. 
O ur living 
standards will have to change when 
we go beyond the rates in this bill.’* 
Departing from Treasury figures, 
George estim ated th a t the pending 
m easure would add $9,672,000,000 to 
the $17,000 000.000 annually taken 
I rom taxpu\#*rs under present laws.

time he left us. He passed nearly 
over Hunterstown and Berlin and 
could see the towns and country for 
50 or 60 miles around, and speaks 
with rapture of the sublimity of the 
scene. His object was to make a 
decent at or near York, and when 
preparing to do so, being from 2 to 
3 miles high, he pulled the valve 
rope -with such force as to break off 
the valve clapper, when the gas was 
immediately discharged, and

made his descent on the parachute 
principle, with a great rapidity, but 
without injury to himself or balloon.

the suspension.

was refused opportunity to return 
to work pickets would be posted in 
front of each of the city's 87 stores. 


Payless Suspension 


Commenting on his suspension 


order, Gelder said Governor James 
has the legal right to dismiss any 
civil service employe for "the good 
of the service." He planned to con- 
fer with James, who was at the 
world series'In New York Saturday. 


"When the clerks return to work, 


they will be suspended without pay." 
Gelder said. 
"The. Liquor Board 


has not ordered any stores closed. 
But we'll ha.ve to close stores if we 
don't have a sufficient number of 
clerks to operate them." 


Max Breslow, field representative 


of the State, County and Municipal 
Workers" union (CIO), said em- 
ployes would meet today before the 
stores' opening time to map strategy. 
He reported that 75 or 80 per cent 
of store managers voted yesterday 
to "support the clerks 100 per cent." 


Stores Closed 


According to Breslow, the man- 


agers decided to march en masse 
to Liquor Board offices here and 
protest unless the order barring the 
clerks was rescinded by noon today. 


The clerks' "holiday" Saturday 


closed most liquor stores in Alle- 
gheny county and Philadelphia, as 
veil as a number in Washington 
and Beaver counties. 


The union demands a 20 per cent 
ncrease in base pay of $1,200 a 
ear for clerks and a comparative 
ncrease for managers.
